PHOENIX, Ariz., June 2.—Gov. Kibbey 
this morning wired Thomas Rynning, 
Captain of Arizona Rangers at Naco, 
urging him to use every precaution to 
preserve order on this side,of the bound-

icns out of it. From 35 a share the stock 
has sold as high as $35.

In 1904 occurred his famous embroil- 
ment with Thomas W. Lawson. There 
was a sensational decline in the market 
value of the Greene properties at the 
time, and the Colonel apparently blamed 
Lawson for it. At any rate, Greene 
spent close to $50,000 on full-page news- 
paper advertisements denouncing the Bos- 
ton man in such gentle terms as “liar, 
fakir, and charlatan.” Also, an announce- 
ment appeared, which Greene has since 
denied writing, that told of all the ter- 
rible things that would befall Lawson 
when Greene met him on his trip to Bos- 
ton. 

Crowds assembled in Boston when_ the 
Colonel got to town, and it was expected 
that the air would be rent with revolver 
shots. Nothing louder than the popping 
of champagne corks was heard, however, 
and both men ‘outdid themselves with 
tales of their undying friendship. 

The Colonel’s adventure on Broadway 
eame about in this way. One evening in 
April, 1904, he was walking down the 
street with George S, Robbins, the Treas- 
urer of the Greene Copper Company, when 
a man stepped up to him, pushed a re- 
volver against his chest, and said: 

“I have been laying for you for a long 
time, and now I am going to kill you!” 

The stranger was George W. Goodman, 
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him in a mining transaction. Greene 
merely patted him on the shoulder, and | 
said they would talk things over. Good- 
man changed his mind about the matter, 
and they went off arm in arm. — 

He married Maria Proctor, 2 poor giri | 
whom he had met in Arizona. His trip: 
to New York with her filled the papers! 
at the time. They stayed at the Waldorf, | 
and Mrs. Greene had the honor of pre-|; 
senting her husband with the first baby | 
born in the hotel. 

In personal appearence Col. Greene is’ 
an attractive, hearty-looking man. He is 
6 feet in height, weighs over 200 pounds, 
and shows no signs of his years of 
adventurous existence. He has plenty 
of brown, curly hair, and has more the 
air of a boy than of a man past middle 
age. He is fond of horses and breeds 
trotters at his stock farm in Arizona. He 
has often brought the cracks from his 
farm here and raced them on the Speed- 
way. a 

Cananea is a town of about 23,000 in- 
habitants, of whom 7,000 are Americans 
and 5,000 Chinese. Col. Greene and his 
family make their home in the town, 
which is picturesquely situated in the. 
Sierra de Antuna Mountains, as do the 
families of many of the American em- 
ployés. Naco. Arizona, is forty miles by 
road across the border, and only a few 
hours away by the railroad which runs

To this message Gov. Kibbey replied: 

“Volunteers going into Mexico do gọ 


at the risk of divesting themselves of 
their American citizenship and protection 
as such while there. I cannot permit an 
officer or man in the Territorial service 
to go into Mexico at this time. Use every 
precaution to preserve order on our sid2:

FLURRY IN GREENE COPPER. 


Stock Drops x 1-4 Points, Followed by : 
a Rally—News from Col. Greene. | 


Up to the close of the curb market yes-| 
terday the officials of the Greene Con-' 
solidated Copper Company professed to | 
be in complete tenorance of any throubles | 
at their mines.in Cananea. The dis- | 
patches in the morning papers, they said, 
were all the news they had had of the! 
difficulty. The last word from the mines” 
was a dispatch from Col. Greene, sent by | 
messenger to Naco, Arizona, and thence} 
by wire on Friday, saying that the re- 
ports of his illness were all bosh. | 

Meanwhile Greene Copper stock was, 
being frantically sold on the curb. Ten’ 
minutes before the market opened the 
selling began, and as large blocks of, 
stock were unloaded the price went grad-' 
ually down from 25% to 24%, despite’ 
active buying in support. Over 23,000 
sales were recorded in the two hours of 
trading, and the stock sold at the close 
at 2453. i 

In the midst of the excited selling of the 
stock the Directors of the company held 
their regular monthly meeting and de- 
clared the bi-monthh dividend of 4 per. 
cent., payable June 30. The news of this 
action had some bearing on the fraction-| 
al recovery in the stock before the mar-: 
ket closed. 


GREENE’S EXCITING CAREER. 


A Fighter Who Has Engaged in Ens 
counters of All Sorts. | 


So many stories have been written and 
told about Col. William C. Greene that 
it is hard to believe that one man could 
have survived all the adventures that are 
accredited to him. He has been in every 
king-of a scrape, from an Indian ambush 
in Mexico to a hold-up on Broadway. 
He has engaged in countless fights, in 
the courts and on the plains, but has 
nearly always come out ahead of his 
enemies. “In any event he never failed 
to bob up, smiling and happy, ready to 
start another encounter. 

He is not a Westerner by birth, saving 
been born in Westchester County in 1851. 


One of his grandfathers was a Long Isl- 
and clergyman, and the other was a 
blacksmith, who helped forge the famous 
iron chain that was stretched across the 
Hudson to prevent the British ascending 
that river. 

After a brief experience in the tea busi- 
ness in this city he drifted out West, and 
before many years had passed he was ex- 
ploring the Southwest in search of a mine 
that would pay. For fifteen years, from 
1885 to 1900, he avers that he prospectea 
3,300 mines, none of which panned out 
for much. During this time he had eigh- 
teen different partners in his ventures, 
and every one of them was killed by In- 
dians or in shooting affrays o fone sort 
-or another. Greene escaped serious in- 
jury, though one finger of his Jeft hand 
.{s missing, and his body still bears two 
or three scars. 

An old friend of the Colonel's told a 

TrmeEsS reporter a story of this period of 
his life that has never been printed be- 
' fore. 
_ Greene, with two partners, left Nogales, 
in Arizona, and crossed the border to 
‘prospect a new mine near the present 
camp at Cananea. This was in the early 
nineties, and the country was a good deal | 
‘more dangerous for travelers than it is: 
i now. ofa the three men were- riding 
throu a canon, one of them remarked: 

“Well, if the Indians are going to 

‘trouble us at all, this would be a fine 
i place for them to do it.” 
He had hardly got the words out of his 
| mouth when shots rang out from some 
i rocks on their right, and both of Greene's 
companions dropped to the ground. Greene 
jumped from his horse, and waited for the 
Indians to advance on him. They charged 
‘from their hiding place, about a hundred 
yards away. He emptied his rifle at them | 
ias they came toward him, and was lucky | 
enough to kill their leader and two others. | 
At this the rest lost courage and re- | 
treated. 

Greene found ooth his partners dead, 
but he would not leave them to be muti- ` 
lated. He strapped their bodies on their! 
horses and took them back to Nogales. 
where they were buried the next day. He. 


has always said since, that this journey 
back, a whole day’s trip. was the saddest 
experience he evar went through. 

His fortunes took a turn wnen he found- 
ed the Greene Cunsolidated Copper Com- 
pany in 1900. This looked like another 
risky venture, as the property had pre- 
viously been in the hands of such men as 
Senator Wiliam <A. Clark and the late 
Marcus Daly, both of whom spent large 
sums of money on it with no results. 
Greene, however, after prodigal presents 
of stock in all directions, got the enter- 
prise under way, and made several miil- 
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
